orange. 
The island wa* first settled by the 
Spaniards about 1523, nearly a hun­ 
dred years before tile landing of the 
Pilgrim s at Plym outh.

In 1800 the French, set­ 
tled on part oi the island, quarrelled 
will) Hic Dutch, who surrendered it 
to a British frigate.
